During the year, President Roxas and Member McDonnell 
availed themselves of leaves of absence, Mr. McDonnell from 
June 15, 1911, to January 5, 1912, and President Roxas from 
February 14 to June 26, 1912. On February 14, 1912, the 
Governor-General designated Mr. McDonnell acting president of 
the Municipal Board in the, absence of Mr. Roxas, and the com- 
mittee work of the president was taken over by the acting 
president. On April 22, 1912, the Governor-General designated 
Mr. John C. Mehan, chief, department of sanitation and trans- 
portation, acting member of the Municipal Board during the 
absence of Mr. Roxas.

The Board held 301 regular sessions, 37 special sessions, and 
acted on 4,501 items of business. A further reduction was 
effected in the number of items submitted to the Board, partic- 
ularly in cases involving the purchase of land for public purposes, 
each of which is generally handled on an average of ten times 
in the secretary's office. Similarly communications requiring 
action by one or more city departments were first referred to 
said departments and then submitted to the Board in their com- 
plete form, and this accounts partly for the large reduction in 
the number of items which it was necessary for the Board to act 
upon. 

The number of communications received during the year was 
10,527 as against 8,942 for the preceding year, an increase of 
nearly 18 per cent. The number of communications sent was 
12,937 as against 8,265 for the preceding year, or an increase 
of over 50 per cent.

The Municipal Board, sitting as a board of tax appeals during 
the period January 8 to February 1, 1912, held four sessions and 
acted on 56 appeals. As there were 237 cases acted on in 1911, 
and 268 in 1910, it will be noted that a great reduction in the 
number of appeals has been effected. 

Thirteen new leases were executed and seventeen leases re- 
newed, of which twenty-three were for property leased by the 
city and seven for property leased from the city. The majority 
of buildings leased by the city were for school purposes. 

Eighteen contracts, entailing a money liability of approximately 
^413,106.46, were entered into during the year. In these were 
included contracts for the construction of the Malate School, a 
building for the city electrician, pumping station building on 
the port works area, Luneta sea wall, fire escape for the City 
Hall, and Vitas estero wall.

Twice as many deeds were prepared during the year as for the 
preceding year and more than four times as many as in 1910. 
Two hundred and eighty-four deeds were prepared this year as 
against 147 for 1911 and 69 for 1910. Of these, 248 cover 
the acquisition of land by the city and 36 the sale of city land 
to private persons. 

The cost of land acquired by the city for streets and other 
purposes amounted to approximately NL63,818.79. Among the 
properties acquired were tract "D" of Singalong experimental 
station for school purposes from the Insular Government, 6,841 
square meters of land in Tondo for a market site, 1,500 square 
meters of land in Ermita for park purposes, and a large tract 
of land from the Benedictine fathers for the extension of Calle 
Azcarraga. 

The value of lands sold by the city amounted to approximately 
f*61,300, which include the final payment for the Club site on 
the Luneta Extension, sold to the Manila Lodge of Elks. 

Under contract entered into during the preceding year, indigent 
sick and injured persons to be cared for at the expense of the 
city, were treated at the Philippine General Hospital. Several 
emergency cases were also treated at St. Paul's Hospital, in 
accordance with the agreement with that institution.

The number of juvenile offenders committed to the Reform- 
atory of the Hospicio de San Jose during the year shows an 
increase of approximately 30 per cent over the preceding year, 
and more than 100 per cent over the year 1910.

In accordance with the provisions of Act No. 2170, the general 
election for the city of Manila for the purpose of electing a 
delegate to the Philippine Assembly and a member of the Mu- 
nicipal Board from each of the first and second districts 
of the city, was held in the thirty-six precincts of Manila on 
June 4, 1912. 

For this election 10,511 persons registered in the two districts 
of the city, an increase of about 56 per cent over that for 
the election of November, 1909. The number of votes counted 
throughout the city totalled 9,041, an increase of 50 per cent over 
the number of votes cast for the previous election. The popula- 
tion of Manila being calculated at 234,000 the number of votes 
cast was approximately 3.8 per cent of the total population. 

In the first district Isidoro de Santos received a plurality of 
the votes cast for member of the Philippine Assembly and 
Isabelo de los Reyes received a plurality- of the votes cast for 
member of the Municipal Board. 

In the second district Luciano de la Rosa received a plurality 
of the votes cast for member of the Assembly and Ramon R. 
Papa received a plurality of the votes cast for member of the 
Municipal Board.

For the purpose of furnishing the city of Manila with an 
adequate water supply and a modern sewer and drainage system 
the Insular Government on behalf of the city of Manila incurred 
a bonded debt of 1*8,000,000 ($4,000,000 United States cur- 
rency). 

Authority for the issuance of the bonds is contained in sec- 
tion 70, Act of July, 1902, of the Congress of the United States 
of America. The bonds so issued are known at 30-year 4 per 
cent bonds and the first series of f*2,000,000 worth was sold 
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on June 1, 1905, the second series of 1*4,000,000 worth was sold 
on January 2, 1907, while the third series completing the issue 
was sold on May 17, 1909.

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DEPARTMENT OF ENGINEERING AND PUBLIC WORKS, 
FISCAL YEAR 1912. 

This department is in charge of the construction and main- 
tenance of streets and bridges, maintenance and distribution 
of water supply, repairs of sewers and drains, maintenance and 
repair of municipal buildings and inspection of buildings, plumb- 
ing and boilers, has partial charge of sanitary inspection, pre- 
pares all plans and estimates of municipal public works, con- 
structs and supervises all municipal public works, including 
so-called sanitary barrios or districts, makes all surveys of 
streets and public property within the city limits, and during 
the past fiscal year the construction of sewer and waterworks 
authorized by Act No. 1323 of the Philippine Commission. 

.FINDS. 

Funds available for the work of the department during the 
fiscal year and with balances remaining at the end of the year 
may be found in detail in the report of the disbursing officer. 

PERSONNEL. 

The personnel of the department consisted on an average of 
58 classified employees, 77 unclassified, and 2,063 skilled and 
unskilled laborers, making a total of 2,198 employees, of whom 
35 were Americans. 

ORGANIZATION. 

This department is organized under the following heads : Gen- 
eral office, streets and bridges, water supply and sewers, drafting 
and surveys, inspection and design, sewers and waterworks con- 
struction. 

GENERAL OFFICE. 

This division records the daily progress and cost of construc- 
tion and repair work, cost, disposition and location of all ex- 
pendable and nonexpendable property, prepares vouchers, pay 
rolls and bills, and records all communications. 

The correspondence of the department during the fiscal year 
in communications received and sent amounted to 8,259. 

Maintenance and repair of municipal buildings,— -The work of 
installing modern plumbing in municipal buildings and connect- 
ing same with the sanitary sewer was continued, the principal 
repair work being to the City Hall, school buildings and fire and 
police stations. 
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During the year there were constructed 18 additional wooden 
midden sheds and 3 permanent ones of concrete, which were 
connected to the sanitary sewer. 

In Tondo and Pandacan the camarines built during the fiscal 
year 1911 for the relief of the fire sufferers were torn down 
during this year. 

There was expended under this division approximately 1*89,500 
for reimbursable work and for nonreimbursable work 1*4,858. 

STREET CONSTRUCTION AND BRIDGES. 

During the year there were 209,120 square meters of street 
gone over and patched and 93,474 square meters resurfaced. 
23,909 square meters of new macadam were laid. The depart- 
ment built 2,182 lineal meters of sidewalk and 3,142 lineal 
meters of curb. 

During the year rock for street purposes was secured par- 
tially from the city quarry at Talim and partially from the 
Rizal Quarry Co. by contract. The average cost of the rock 
received from the city quarry was 1*1.04 at the quarry, and 
under contract 1*1.48 per cubic meter. Transportation from the 
quarry to Manila averaged 1*1.82 per cubic meter. 

Escombro or Guadalupe stone was quarried throughout the 
year at McKinley quarry at an average cost of 1*0.59 at the 
quarry and ?*1.73 per cubic meter delivered in Manila. 

During the fiscal year 157 trips of launches and scows were 
made to Manila from McKinley quarry and 247 trips from Talim 
Island, the average cost per mile being 1*3.196. 

Reimbursable street work amounted to something over 
1*399,000 the various work performed including work on the San 
Lazaro Estate, new port district, as well as other smaller jobs. 
The various steel bridges in the city received the usual attention. 

There were issued during the year 1,269 permits for partial 
use of the streets and sidewalks, for painters' scaffolding, 
fencing, repairing sidewalks and miscellaneous work. 

WATER SUPPLY AND SEWERS. 

The Mariquina watershed was patrolled throughout the year 
by one chief inspector and eight assistants. 

Montalban. — During the early part of the year 1912 it became 
evident that there was much water going around the dam through 
crevices. As soon as the water was low enough an attempt 
was made to stop these crevices, which was partially successful. 
This work was carried on until the rains set in, when it had to 
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be stopped. During the extreme low stage of the river at 
Montalban the city was supplied with water from the old San- 
tolan pumping station, and to avoid a recurrence of the necessity 
for this arrangement, preliminary surveys were started to 
investigate an additional supply from the Angat River in the 
Province of Bulacan. 

Santolan pumping station and reservoirs. — The pumps at San- 
tolan were started during the month of March and remained 
in commission until June 1 or until there was sufficient water 
at Montalban to supply the needs of the city. 

The new reservoir was drained and cleaned during the month 
of November. The old reservoir or Deposito was thoroughly 
cleaned and scraped during the month of June and is now in 
clean condition. 

Distribution system.- — During the past year 5,139 meters of 
water main were installed, varying in size from 2 to 10 inches. 
The total length of mains in service to date is 109.4 miles. 

There were 73 fire hydrants and 9 public hydrants installed 
in the city throughout the year. 

Water services. — The total number of water services in opera- 
tion was 5,731 an increase of 471 over last year. During the 
year 546 services were installed while 72 were discontinued. 

During the year 851 water meters were installed and 67 dis- 
continued, leaving to date a total of 5,882 in operation. 

There were 720 meters repaired in the water supply shops. 

The city water consumption during the year was as follows: 
Paid for: 620,736 cubic meters, for which was collected 
^=366,307.18. Not paid for: 101,613 cubic meters valued at 
1*125,593.28, divided as follows : Insular Government 5*40,006.61 ; 
municipal government f*81,213.78; charitable and educational, 
f*4,372.89. 

Sewers. — There were constructed during the year 4.6 miles 
of sewer, varying in size from 24 inches to 8 inches, making a 
total length in the city of 59.9 miles. 

There were 743 house connections made during the year, mak- 
ing a total of 2,796 connections to date, and a total of sewer 
charges for the year of f=108,473.01, of which F515.04 only is 
noncollectible, being charges against the City Hall and city shops. 

Storm drains. — Storm drains were maintained, cleaned and 
repaired throughout the year. The mileage of all drains to date 
is 12.94; of this amount 3.91 miles were built during the fiscal 
year. 

Port district sanitary sewers. — There was erected on the port 
district a sewer pumping station and mains laid sufficient to 
handle all the present buildings. 
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DRAFTING AND SURVEYS. 

During the year there were 2,182 jobs of various kinds under- 
taken by this office. 

The number of expropriation surveys exceeded that of the 
previous year by 55 per cent and the total number of jobs 
exceeded that of 1911 by 28 per cent. 

The number of properties acquired by the city on plan prepared 
by this office was 222, involving a combined area of 64,513.64 
square meters and a cost to the city of 1*106,515.39. The num- 
ber of city properties exchanged and sold to private parties 
from plans prepared by this office were 26, with a combined area 
of 15,999.86 square meters, having a value of 1*60,109.34. 

Building lines were prepared, approved, and established in 11 
different streets. 

INSPECTION AND DESIGN. 

This office checks plans, issues building permits, inspects pri- 
vate building operations, sees that building ordinances are being 
complied with, and is also charged with the design of bridges, 
culverts, miscellaneous structures and buildings other than those 
which are designed by the Consulting Architect. This office is 
also directly in charge of the construction of public works of the 
city. 

The most important work during the year was the completion 
of Paco public market. It was about 20 per cent completed on 
June 30, 1911, and was finished in May 1912, at a cost of 
1*72,119.93, excluding the preparation of plans, engineering, etc. 
The building is of reinforced-concrete construction throughout, 
including market benches and floor. It contains 504 bench units 
and has a rental value of 1*100.80 per day when fully occupied. 
It is a model sanitary public market. 

The construction of the Luneta curtain wall and revetment 
was started in June, 1911, and completed in April 1912, at a 
total cost of 1*171,543.01, exclusive of the cost of preparation of 
plans, engineering, etc. 

The Paco Estero wall was estimated as being 53 per cent com- 
pleted in June, 1911, and was totally completed in September 
1911, at a cost of 1*27,223.90, or 1*151.24 per lineal meter of wall. 
The wall is of combined masonry and concrete, founded on piles 
and with some slight modification has been adopted as a standard 
for estero walls. 

The construction and installation of a steel fire escape for the 
City Hall was started in April and completed in May, 1912. 
This work was done at a contract price of 1*1,450.

The following work is under way, but not completed : 

The construction of Malate School was started in May, 1912. 
The building is to be one of 20 rooms and of reinforced concrete. 
It is located on Calle San Andres, betwen Georgia and Wright. 

The construction of a laboratory and office building for the 
city electrician. This is a 2-story building, of reinforced con- 
crete, located on Calle Arroceros. 

The construction of Vitas Estero retaining wall was about 
16 per cent completed on June 30, 1912. This will become the 
wall in front of the new T Tondo Market, for which the foundations 
are now in place. 

No bridges have been constructed throughout the year and 
no plans designed, excepting the completion of those under way 
at the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Plans are now T being prepared for a combined public laundry 
and bathhouse. 

During the year there were issued for strong material build- 
ings 566 permits, buildings having a total value of 1*3,398,900, 
of which there were concrete structures valued at ML, 336,390. 
There were also 1,143 permits issued for repairs to strong 
material houses of an estimated value of 1*379,380. Three hun- 
dred and thirty-seven building permits were issued for light 
material houses of a value of f*99,970. Four thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-eight permits were issued for repairs to light 
material buildings of a value of 1*131,810. The total fees col- 
lected by the building division amounted to f*23,771.66, which 
is the largest yet attained. 

Fines for violation of the buildings ordinance collected by the 
municipal court amounted to f*ll,580. This was largely due to 
the activity of the building inspectors. 

During the year 191 houses were condemned and removed and 
10,338 new numbers issued for renumbering houses. 

Boiler inspection. — There were 183 licenses for boilers issued 
during the year and f*4,177 collected as fees. Seven boilers 
were condemned and 29 new installations supervised. 

No serious accident has occurred during the year in the city 
limits, excepting in two cases where boilers were burned due to 
ignorant engineers using river water, which at the time was 
very briny. 

Plumbing inspection. — There are now 29 licensed and active 
plumbers in the city, each having a corps of assistants and 
helpers engaged in the work of installing plumbing. The quality 
of plumbing work installed in the city during the year has been 
better than ever before. Two examinations are held during the 
year for qualification as master plumber. 
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There were 1,137 jobs inspected during the year, of which 
323 were for new buildings, the estimated cost of the plumbing 
work being f*579,417.

REMARKS. 

An analysis of arrests made during various periods, partic- 
ularly during the last two years, indicates that there is a ten- 
dency to an increase in the number of crimes of estafa, robbery, 
theft and petty thieving. Much of this is done with the con- 
nivance of the house servants. The fact that many of the 
offenders are repeatedly apprehended for the same class of 
crimes, supports the opinion that the court sentences are in- 
adequate. Several offenders have been in Bilibid ten to twelve 
times, and each time that it becomes necessary to catch them, 
the task is just that much more difficult. It is not often that 
a sneak thief is sentenced to more than six months, unless he 
has broken some lock or fastening in entering the premises, or 
getting at the thing stolen. 

It is the desire of the Board to secure the passage of an 
habitual criminal act providing for an indeterminate sentence. 
The present law, as regards receiving stolen property, is vague 
and unsatisfactory. 

It is the policy of the Board to secure the passage of remedial 
legislation, including the registration of servants, which latter 
would be a protection to the householder and the police, and of 
material value to honest servants. 
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OFFICES OF THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 

The law department consists of six offices — the city attorney, 
office of the prosecuting attorney, office of the municipal court, 
office of register of deeds, office of the justice of the peace, office 
of the sheriff.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

STRENGTH OF DEPARTMENT. 

One chief, 1 deputy chief, 1 chief of construction and repair, 
1 mechanic, 8 captains, 13 lieutenants, 7 engineers first class, 7 
engineers second class, 46 firemen first class, 50 firemen second 
class, and 3 clerks. First class is composed of Americans sec- 
ond class of Filipinos. 

On account of the reduction in the appropriation, the uni- 
formed force was gradually reduced by not filling vacancies 
as they occurred. The average uniformed force during the year, 
including officers, was 127 men, which is eight men less than 
the uniformed force for the fiscal year 1911. 

EQUIPMENT. 

In service. — Five steam fire engines, horse drawn ; two motor 
combination fire engines and hose wagons ; two chemical engines ; 
two combination chemical and hose wagons; five hose wagons; 
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one hook-and-ladder truck ; two fuel wagons ; one supply wagon, 
and one deputy chiefs motor. 

In reserve. — One Waterous gasoline engine, horse drawn; one 
chemical engine; one hose wagon, and two chief's buggies. 

Out of service. — One hook-and-ladder truck and one chief's 
motor. 

On September, 1911, the second motor combination engine 
and hose wagon was put in service. This engine replaced one 
fourth size Metropolitan steam fire engine at Paco station, which 
was transferred to San Lazaro station and replaced the Waterous 
gasoline (horse drawn) engine. This change added greatly to 
the efficiency of the department and resulted in a decrease in 
the expenditures. The new motor engine has proved as success- 
ful in every respect as the motor engine placed in service in 
June, 1910. 

There was no material change in the location of apparatus 
other than noted above. 

The department has in use 25,550 feet 2-A-inch rubber lined, 
double jacket fire hose, of which 12,050 feet is in first-class 
condition and 8,500 feet is in a serviceable condition; 1,000 
feet H-inch, rubber lined, double jacket fire hose, all in first 
class condition; 400 feet 1-inch chemical hose, in a serviceable 
condition and 800 feet f-inch chemical hose, all in first class 
condition. 

Six hundred and eighteen post fire hydrants are in service, 
with a pressure of from 32 to 45 pounds. The number of fire 
hydrants installed during he past year was 73. The fire-fight- 
ing service was also extended and strengthened by the laying 
of approximately 5 miles of water mains, equipped with hydrants. 

Many of the department horses have become unfit for the 
strenuous demands of fire duty on account of old age and long 
service, thus necessitating a material increase in medical treat- 
ment at the veterinary hospital. Four horses were condemned 
and sold by the Bureau of Audits after the second motor engine 
was put in service, and three other horses were retired on 
account of poor physical condition. Owing to the contemplated 
motorization of the entire department in the near future, no 
purchases of new horses were made in the United States. Four 
were borrowed from the United States Army to assist the depart- 
ment, particularly in the district wherein are located the military 
arsenal, storehouses, and offices. There are now in service 45 
horses, which is 3 less than last year. 

In a fire which occurred in the Rosario District on November 
2, 1911, several ladders of hook-and-ladder truck No. 1 were

destroyed and this truck has since been kept out of service. New 
ladders were not purchased on account of the contemplated sub- 
stitution of a motor hook and ladder truck. 

FIRES. 

One hundred and fifty-five fires occurred in the city during 
the year. This is an increase of 10 over the number for the 
fiscal year 1911, and an increase of 53 over the number for the 
fiscal year 1910. It is also the largest number of fires that 
have occurred in the city during any year since the organization 
of the fire department. In addition to the number given above 
the department responded to alarms for three fires outside the 
city limits. 

The estimated fire loss for the year is ?*3,442,657, which is 
the largest fire loss the city has had since the organization of 
the fire department. In this connection attention is invited to 
Appendixes A and I, attached hereto. 

The number of large fires was greater than during any year 
since the organization of the fire department. Two general 
alarms, seven second alarms, one special alarm for hook-and- 
ladder truck, one special alarm for chemical engine, and eleven 
special alarms for additional engines were sent in. 

In ascertaining the origin and causes of fires, the following 
were found to be among the principal causes : Lighted cigarette, 
14; incendiary, 14; supposed incendiary, 8; spontaneous com- 
bustion, 7 ; lighted candle, 5 ; explosion of gasoline, 5. 

Twenty-five persons were injured or burned at fires. Nine- 
teen members of the department were injured in the discharge 
of their duty. 

Weekly drills and schools of instruction were held at all 
stations. 

Regular inspections of each district were made by the proper 
officers and fire hydrants were inspected monthly by opening 
the plugs and flushing out the valves. 

During the months of April and May, the supply of water 
in the reservoir was diminished on account of the lack of rain, 
though this department experienced no shortage of water at 
fires, every precaution was taken against the waste or unneces- 
sary use of water. During this period the hydrants were not 
flushed at the regular inspections. The fire engines assisted the 
department of sanitation and transportation by pumping water 
into sprinkling wagons from the Pasig River and esteros, during 
the dry period. 
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STORAGE AND TRANSPORTATION OF EXPLOSIVES AND 
COMBUSTIBLES. 

One thousand nine hundred and twenty inspections were made 
under the provisions of section 429 of the Revised Ordinances 
(storage of explosives and combustibles). 

Five hundred and ninety-eight permits for the transportation 
of explosives and combustibles were issued. 

On June 30, 1912, there were 468 licenses in force for con- 
ducting theatres, engaging in dangerous trades and the storage 
of explosives and combustibles, all of which are under the super- 
vision of this department. 

STATION BUILDINGS. 

Extensive repairs were made to Santa Cruz station and this 
building is now in excellent condition. 

Extensive repairs were also made to San Nicolas Station and 
this building is in excellent condition. 

All the other stations are in need of various repairs and paint- 
ing, which will be accomplished during the coming fiscal year 
in accordance with available appropriation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It is the earnest desire of the Board to reorganize the entire 
department on a motor basis, eliminating the use of horses. 
This is strongly recommended by the chief of the fire department. 
The committee on fire is preparing a detailed plan of reorgani- 
zation and a scheme of operation, with estimates, which will be 
submitted for definite action, to be accomplished out of the 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1913. The experience of the 
fire department with the two motor combination fire engine and 
hose wagons now in service justifies the proposal to retire the 
horse-drawn apparatus in favor of the newer type. After cover- 
ing the first cost of purchase, the greatly reduced expense of 
maintenance and the higher pumping capacity and vastly greater 
radii of service and speed will cause a material reduction in the 
annual expenses of the city's fire fighting force both in salaries 
and wages and contingent expenses. The change will mean a 
reduction in the number of first class firemen and an increase 
in the number of second class firemen, and this adjustment can 
largely be made without material inconvenience during the period 
between the authorization of the purchase and the actual instal- 
lation of the new apparatus. 

In round figures, the change to the motor basis will cost ap- 
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proximately 1*170,000. It is proposed that the Insular Govern- 
ment finance this project by means of a loan. 

In the event of the success of this plan, much of the old ap- 
paratus and stock can be disposed of, thus partly offsetting 
the cost of the motor apparatus. It is proposed to retain in 
reserve for emergency purposes, two second size horse drawn 
engines, now in service, to be stationed at such points as the 
chief may determine and to be taken to fires by certain of the 
proposed motor apparatus or by horses temporarily secured from 
the department of sanitation and transportation. 

In addition to the changes thus described, the Board is con- 
sidering the purchase of fire pumps to be installed on certain 
launches of the Bureau of Navigation, which will be available 
for fire duty in the river and bay and the immediate vicinity.

ELECTRICAL DIVISION. 

The work is reported under the following headings, in accord- 
ance with seven branches into which it is divided: Maintenance 
of fire and police alarm systems, outside construction, electrical 
inspection, electrical testing, installation and repair work, street 
lighting, and miscellaneous and special work. 

MAINTENANCE OF FIRE AND POLICE ALARM SYSTEMS. 

This branch of the work includes all the repairs and attention 
necessary to keep in proper working order the fire and police 
alarm systems, including all boxes, but not including the out- 
side construction or line work, which is taken care of by another 
force. 

One hundred and ninety-eight fire-alarm boxes have been 
thoroughly inspected, tested, and readjusted, and have been kept 
in perfect working order and have transmitted all alarms 
properly. 

One hundred and seven alarms of fire were received over 
the fire alarm circuit from the street boxes of which seven were 
second alarms and two were general alarms. 

The system was extended by the addition of eight new boxes. 
Repairs were made to 458 pieces' of apparatus pertaining to the 
fire-alarm system. 

Several changes were made in the arrangement of the police 
alarm system with a view to improving the service and a test 
system is at present installed in Sampaloc district. 

Repairs of 761 pieces of apparatus were made in connection 
with the police-alarm system. 

OUTSIDE CONSTRUCTION. 

The outside construction force has charge of the maintenance, 
repair and extension of the municipal outside electrical con- 
struction, which includes at the present time poles carrying the 
following wires, municipal, Insular, and commercial : Fire-alarm 
telegraph, police-alarm telegraph, fire department telephone, 
Bureau of Posts, Weather Bureau, Philippine Islands Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, Manila Electric Railroad and Light 
Company. 

At the end of the fiscal year the city had in service 1,311 
poles, of which 1,014 were jointly used by the commercial wires, 
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for which privilege the city received a total payment of f*3, 113.06. 
This arrangement serves to lessen the number of poles and at 
the same time produce revenue, which partly repays the city 
for their maintenance. 

Various fires during the year have destroyed a considerable 
amount of outside construction; damages to the extent of 1*400 
having been sustained from this cause. 

There were 167 new poles set and 111 cross-arms placed 
and general repairs made to lines in connection with necessary 
regular maintenance work. 

ELECTRICAL INSPECTION. 

This work includes the inspection of all electrical wiring and 
equipment within the city, both inside of buildings as well as 
outside electrical construction. The inspector is guided by the 
regulations in the Revised Ordinances, City of Manila and the 
National Electrical Code. 

There were 7,600 inspections of new electrical installations 
made during the year, the fees for which amounted to f*10,356.41 
in comparison with f*7,028.42 for the year 1910, and f*ll,804.37 
for the year 1911. 

ELECTRICAL TESTING. 

Four hundred and forty-three electric meters were tested in 
this laboratory, during the year, in accordance with section 
321, chapter 19, Revised Ordinances. Of these meters, 414 were 
found to be correct within 3 per cent, as provided by law, and 
29 incorrect; the total fees for these tests amounted to 1*886. 

Twenty-one electric meters were tested at consumers' prem- 
ises by request, all of which were found to be correct within 
3 per cent. 

INSTALLATION AND REPAIR WORK. 

This work includes the repairs and extensions to electric light- 
ing installations, electric bell systems, etc., repairing and re- 
modeling interior wiring, and repairing electric fans and other 
apparatus. Also men are kept in readiness for all emergency 
calls where repairs are necessary. 

STREET LIGHTING. 

The samples of ornamental street-lighting standards, which 
were recommended in the last annual report, were obtained and 
installed as follows : four 5-lights and two 3-lights each, on the 
Bridge of Spain ; two 5-lights on the North Avenue, New Luneta 
Extension. 

Including the eight ornamental standards there were in serv- 
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ice on June 30, 1912, 480 arc and 857 incandescent lamps, a 
total of 1,367, which is an increase of 318 public street lamps. 

An account of all lights out has been kept by means of reports 
from the police, and deductions from the monthly bills have 
been made to the amount of 1*622.12. 

Owing to the large increase in the number of motion-picture 
amusement places, the city electrician has made a special study 
of the matter with a view to securing better regulation. It 
was found that many of the operators of the motion-picture 
machines exhibit gross carelessness in the lamp houses, endanger- 
ing life and property, and several fires have been traceable 
directly to ignorance and improper care of the highly inflammable 
materials used in this business. 

After discussing the local situation with a number of cine- 
matograph owners, the Board has taken under consideration 
the matter of requiring a license for all operators and helpers 
and regulations providing for better construction of lamp rooms 
and fire partitions. 

NEW OFFICES. 

On May 17, 1912, the Board entered into a contract for a 
concrete building, cost 1*15,570, to be finished in four months 
for the accommodation of the electrical division. This building 
is centrally located for the convenience of the service and the 
public, on Calle Arroceros, and will provide ample office room and 
accommodation for the electrical equipment, the laboratory and 
testing apparatus, and various other improvements much needed 
for the betterment of the service. 

SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

Under instruction from the Municipal Board, on March 28, 
1912, the city electrician, as representative of the city of Manila, 
was commissioned to investigate matters pertaining to ordinance 
for the regulation of sale and supply of gas, to the testing of 
gas and gas meters, and to the purchase of the necessary ap- 
paratus and laboratory equipment for carrying out such inspec- 
tions and tests. This officer proceeded to Europe and the United 
States, and has been engaged in the investigation, as ordered 
above. Preliminary report and draft of gas ordinance have 
been made and the final draft is expected in the first quarter of 
the next fiscal year. 

MATADERO OR PUBLIC SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

The collections from this source during the fiscal year amounted 
to W 13,204.01, as compared with 1*199,738.38 during the fiscal 
year 1911, a decrease of 1*86,534.37, or 43 per cent. 
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There were slaughtered and removed for consumption during 
the fiscal year 76,507 animals, weighing, dressed, 3,773,467 kilos, 
as compared with 93,547 animals, weighing, dressed, 6,657,946 
kilos slaughtered and removed during the fiscal year 1911. 

Most all of the foregoing ports from which beef cattle are 
shipped to the Philippines are now presumed to be infected 
with animal diseases and further importations are prohibited. 
Since the completion and use of the corrals and slaughterhouse 
at Sisiman Bay, importations of cattle are permitted from 
Australian ports and are landed at the Sisiman matadero for 
slaughter. The receipts from this source are credited to the 
Bureau of Agriculture ; consequently the receipts of the Manila 
matadero show 43 per cent reduction compared with receipts 
of last year. If the weight of dressed meat from the animals 
slaughtered at Sisiman matadero and brought to Manila is taken 
into consideration, there is still a reduction of freshly slaughtered 
meat for the Manila markets of 14 per cent, as compared 
with the previous year. This reduction in the meat supply is 
met by the importation of frozen meat from Australian ports, 
but the price at which meat is now sold in the markets is greater 
than many of the people can afford to pay. This situation is 
now receiving careful attention by the Bureau of Agriculture 
and the city of Manila. 

The following comparative statement shows the number and 
kind of animals slaughtered at the Manila matadero and removed 
for consumption, the weight of dressed meat, and the fees col- 
lected at the rate of 3 centavos per kilo on dressed meat, during 
the fiscal years 1909 to 1912, inclusive:

PUBLIC MARKETS. 

The collections for the rental of stalls in the public markets 
amounted to the sum of 1*319,666.05, as compared with 
1*295,351.25 for the fiscal year 1911, an increase of over 8 per 
cent. The new market known as the Paco Market was com- 
pleted and thrown open to the public May 1, 1912, when nearly 
every one of its 500 stalls were immediately taken by the market 
venders, a majority of whom came from the Herran Market. 
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This market appears to have a much larger patronage than 
did the Herran Market and yields in rentals nearly double the 
amount formerly collected in that market. It is attractively 
designed, thoroughly built, and admirably located for the 
accommodation of three large residence districts. It has the 
advantage of water communication at its very door and is not 
far distant from the railroad station, where supplies of fruit 
and vegetables from the country are landed. Its total cost, in- 
cluding site, estero wall, grading, and concrete furnishings, was 
f*110,000. 

Upon the opening of the Paco Market, the market building 
known for many years as the Herran Market was taken down 
and the material removed to the site of the proposed Tondo 
market, on Estero de Vitas and adjacent to the Pretil Bridge. 
Work on the estero wall for the accommodation of said market 
is already under way and work on the superstructure will follow 
soon and be pushed to early completion. It is believed that a 
market at this location will meet a long felt want and will 
relieve in a measure the congested condition of the Divisoria 
Market. It is also believed that it will become the leading fish 
market of the city and do away with the unregulated sales of 
fish and other sea food now carried on along the Tondo beach. 

With the exception of the market at Santa Ana, all the market 
buildings are in good repair and all are kept in excellent sanitary 
condition at all times.

DEPARTMENT OF ASSESSMENTS AND COLLECTIONS. 

The total amount of city taxes, charges, fees, etc., collected 
by this department during the fiscal year was ^3,646,472.58, 
as compared with a total of 1*3,090,787.28 collected during the 
fiscal year 1911. Items heretofore collected by the city dis- 
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bursing officer, and sales of rice, account for a very large share 
of this increase. The actual increase over 1911 is f*66,267.30, 
despite the loss in matadero receipts of 1*86,534.37. 

The cost to the city for assessing and collecting these taxes, 
charges, fees, etc., was 1*100,000, or 2.74 centavos for each peso 
collected, and is less than the percentage cost of any previous 
year. real estate tax. 

The total assessed value of taxable real estate in the city of 
Manila as shown by the 1912 tax rolls is 1*85,908,261, which is 
1*1,531,303 more than the year 1911. Improvements valued at 
1*2,437,531, completed during the calendar year 1911, were ad- 
ded to the tax rolls, but this addition was in a great measure 
offset by the effects of various destructive fires, notably that 
of Calle Rosario on November 2, 1911, which alone destroyed 
property assessed at 1*354,100. Other causes of reduction in 
the tax rolls offsetting the natural increase from building oper- 
ations were such items as land purchased by the Augustinian 
Sisters in San Miguel and used for religious purposes, land 
acquired by the University Hospital and by the Tondo Church 
in Tondo, land acquired by the city of Manila for street and 
park purposes, and the exemption of the land and buildings of 
the La Salle College.

The board of tax appeals convened on January 8 to hear 15 
appeals from the assessment for 1912 and 41 appeals from 
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previous assessments, many of which had been presented in 
previous years, making a total of 56 cases involving property 
valued at 1*913,722. The valuations of 26 properties were re- 
duced in a total sum of 1*106,002 and the valuations of 3 prop- 
erties were increased in the sum of 1*23,471, leaving a net 
reduction of 1*82,531.

CATTLE REGISTRATION. 

Municipal Ordinance No. 106, "The Cattle Registration Or- 
dinance," provides for two kinds of registration, one to be 
covered by certificate of ownership and one to be covered by 
certificate of registration. Certificates of ownership are issued 
only for animals duly branded with owners' private brands and 

113719 5 
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brand of the city of Manila, while certificates of registration 
are issued (for horses, mules and asses only) without requiring 
the branding of animals. By arrangement made through the 
Executive Secretary, certificates of ownership issued under 
Ordinance No. 106 are honored by provincial officials through- 
out the Islands as though they were issued under Act No. 1147, 
the general cattle registration law, effective in all parts of the 
Islands except Manila. 

During the fiscal year, 9,647 certificates of ownership and 
2,527 certificates of registration were issued at a uniform fee 
of f*l, making the total collections for the year f*12,174, a de- 
crease of f*4,780 as compared with collections during the fiscal 
year 1911, due to the falling off in the number of draft animals 
imported during the year and to the fact that at the beginning 
of the year fewer animals in Manila remained unregistered than 
was the case in the preceding two years. 

RENTALS OF CITY PROPERTY. 

During the period covered by this report there has been 
collected as rentals for the use of city property the sum of 
f*23,793.29, as compared with a collection of 1*26,325.72 during 
the fiscal year 1911, a decrease of 1*2,532.43. 

SALES OF CITY PROPERTY. 

During the fiscal year 27 pieces of city land were sold. In- 
cluding deferred payments made on properties sold during prior 
fiscal years, the total collection under this head during the year 
amounted to 1*39,688.68, as compared with 1*45,792.54 during 
the preceding year. 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES (MANILA). 

The Weights and Measures Law (Act 1519, Philippine Com- 
mission), has been in operation in the city of Manila since 
March 1, 1907. 

Commencing January 1, 1909, scales, balances, weights, and 
measures in the metric system only have been sealed.

DEPARTMENT OF SANITATION AND TRANSPORTATION. 

STREET SPRINKLING AND FLUSHING. 

This service was strenghened by adding four sprinklers of 
about 2,250 liters capacity to the twenty-six previously in use. 
During the later part of April and early part of May, 1912, the 
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service was hampered for lack of water in the city mains and 
pumping from the river and esteros was resorted to. 

The regular daily flushing on Calles Escolta and Rosario was 
discontinued, as these streets were found to be unsafe for traffic 
when wet from flushing. 

STREET CLEANING. 

A total area of about 1,740,000 square meters was patrolled 
and cleaned by the street-sweeping force. The street gutters 
and canals were cleaned and flushed periodically. 

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE, HOUSE REFUSE, AND 

DEAD ANIMALS. 

Garbage and refuse was collected by carts nightly. Rubbish 
and refuse was carted to low land and covered. Slops and 
offensive waste materials were cremated. Dead animals were 
delivered either to the Manila Refining Company's plant or 
cremated at the crematory. 

Garbage pails with air-tight covers were built and sold to the 
officials in charge of the Government and military wharves, the 
General Hospital, the San Lazaro Hospital, the custom-house, 
and the Constabulary Barracks. The collection of garbage in 
tightly closed garbage pails from the piers, hospitals, barracks, 
and markets does away with the annoyance of rodents, insects, 
the upsetting of receptacles by dogs, cats, pigs, and human 
scavengers, and obnoxious odors, all of which nuisances are 
usually found where garbage is stored in partially closed recep- 
tacles. 

PUBLIC MIDDEN SHEDS. 

Thirteen new public midden sheds were added during the year, 
the total number of sheds in use at present being one hundred 
and eighty-seven. Flush closets were installed in the sheds in 
use at the Quinta Market, the custom-house and piers 3 and 5. 

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF NIGHT SOIL. 

An appreciable reduction has been noted in the night-soil 
cleaning service, both the pail system and vault cleaning, as 
compared with the previous fiscal year; but this was expected 
in view of the progress made in connecting the house plumbing 
with the new sewer system. 

CEMETERIES. 

The usual annual progress was made in grading, draining, 
planting, and decorating the unimproved portion of the Cemen- 
terio del Norte.

PARKS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 



The steady increase in improved park area resulting from 
the allotments made for Park Improvements has greatly in- 
creased the park maintenance service and the allotment of funds 
for this service have proved to be insufficient to properly care 
for the extended park area. 

Many young trees and shrubs for planting in the parks and 
public grounds were added to the stock at the plant nursery. 

ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 

No attempt was made to increase the collection of animals at 
the "Zoo" as the limited accommodations available for this pur- 
pose are no more than adequate to quarter the animals on hand. 

CITY POUND. 

Compared with the prior fiscal year, the pound fees were 
increased about eighteen per cent.

It has been proposed that a number of auto trucks and sprin- 
klers be purchased in lieu of making purchases of animals and 
vehicles to replace those worn out in service. This matter is 
now under consideration. 

CITY SCHOOLS. 

The units comprised within the department of schools are 
as follows: Twenty primary schools, divided into 4 supervising 
districts; 3 intermediate schools; 1 high school for Filipinos; 
1 primary-intermediate-high school for the children of English- 
speaking parentage; 1 school of commerce; 1 school for the 
deaf and the blind. The School of Commerce and the School 
for the Deaf and the Blind were transferred from the immediate 
supervision of the General Office of the Bureau of Education to 
that of the superintendent of city schools on July 1, 1911, al- 
though the expense of maintaining these schools continues to be 
borne by the Bureau of Education. 

SCHOOLHOUSES. 

The schools are all housed in rented buildings, thirty in 
number, with the exception of five buildings owned by the city, 
and this is the greatest difficulty encountered in trying to con- 
duct the schools of the city. Careful consideration is being 
given to the matter of housing the schools and all possible 
efforts are made to secure the necessary funds, and during the 
current year an appropriation of f*75,000 was made available 
for the construction of a primary school in the district of Malate. 
The contract was let in June, 1912, and the construction of this 
building is now rapidly going on. The building is to be a 16- 
room, 1-story structure, following considerably the same plan 
as that of Bureau of Education standard plan No. 10 with ad- 
ditions. The site faces Calle San Andres and is bounded on 
the east by Calle Wright and on the west by Calle Georgia. 

TEACHING FORCE. 

The teaching force consists of 75 American and 372 Filipino 
teachers. As to night schools, 40 American and 10 Filipino 
teachers gave instruction five nights per week to an average of 
1,264 pupils. The service rendered by the teaching force is 
very satisfactory. 
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PUPILS. 

The total enrollment for the fiscal year reached the figure of 
17,749, while the current monthly enrollment for March, 1912, 
was 12,719. The number of pupils matriculated was more than 
sufficient to fill all of the available space and occupy the attention 
of all the available teaching personnel. 

In June the Municipal Board passed Ordinance No. 171, re- 
quiring the payment of tuition fees on the part of certain in- 
termediate or high school pupils, whose parents or guardians 
are not bona fide residents of the city of Manila. This measure 
was found to be necessary for the reason that a great number 
could obtain within their home provinces the desired instruction, 
and the presence of so great a number of this class of pupils 
was keeping out of the schools pupils resident in the city of 
Manila. 
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
